S enator A llen o f W ashington is 
chairm an o f th e subcom m ittee having tile 
m atter in charge, but all have taken an act­ 
ive/part in th e m atter o f securing the in ­ 
crease. 
Senator Casey says th a t tile increased 
am o u n t will allow th e lands granted by the 
enabling act to be surveyed and selected.

Several years ago the residence of 
Cora Pearl in Paris was entered by 
thieves and robbed of $120,000. 
One of the robbers was captured and 
condemned to five years imprison 
ment, but the property was not then 
recovered. On his liberation from 
prison lately be endeavored to raise 
a sum from a banker, with which he 
m ight go to Germany and redeem 
the stolen ptoperty. T hat had been 
deposited in a Germain bank. 
The 
banker’s suspicions were excited and 
the man was arrested, and inis reveal­ 
ed the name of his accomplice. The 
great sum may be recovered, but too 
late to be of any value to Cora Pearl, 
who died in destitution, after haying 
vain’y endeavored to make a little 
money by publishing her memoirs.

The silver bill p assed the senate by a vote

BE SATE. 
M r Morrill, from the finance com m ittee, 
rep orted back the tariff bill, and said th a t it

♦u!> lor consideration earlier than a week. 
On-m otibn of Mr. M anderson, the house 
bill extending th e tim e of p aym ent to p ur­ 
chasers of land of the O m aha tribe of In­ 
dians jn N ebraska was taken lioin the ealen 
kiar and p assed (with am endm ents). 
The senate then p roceeds« ! to the consider­ 
atio n of the legislative, executive and judi­ 
cial ap p rop riation bill. 
An am endm ent was 
agreed to increasing the saiary of 2G com ­ 
m ittee clerks irorn $ 1,500 to $ 1,8 00 and the 
salary of clerks to i-enators from $ 1,500 to 
11,8 00.

W hat our National Lawmakers 
Have Been Doing the 
Past Week. 


Tlte silver bill passed the senate by a vote 
of 34 to 22. 
Senator Platt called up the bill for the ad­ 
mission of Wyoming, and that now becom e 
the unfinished business of toe senate.

The second conference on the anti trust bill 
has, leached ar. agreement, by the terms of 
whi^tuthe bid is stripped of all amendments 
added tty the senate and house, and remains 
as it originally passed the senate 
“ The sundry civil appropriation bill was 
pas*-od. The amendment making a iqiecitb* 
in lieu of an m odulate appropriation for the 
payment o f back pay was deeated.

presentatives Hall and Dunnell secured an 
appropriation 
for an 
object they wero 
greatly interested in. 
The sum of $2,4(>0 
was appropriated for a signal station at lied 
a t the south end o: Lake Pepin. 
SEN'ATV. 
Mr Morrill, from the finance c o m m itte e , 
re p o rte d back the tariff bill, and said that it 
was not expected that it would lie brought 
»ul» tor consideration earlier than a week. 
On-motion o! Mr. Manderson, the house 
bill extending the time of payment to pur­ 
chasers of land of the Omaha tribe of In­ 
dians jn Nebraska was taken bom the colen 
tdar and passed (with amendments). 
The senate then proceeded to the consider­ 
ation of the legislative, executive and judi­ 
cial appropriation bill. 
An amendment was 
agreed to increasing the salary of 2G com ­ 
mittee clerks from $1,500 to $1,800 and tho 
salary of clerks to senators from $1,500 to 
$1,800. 
HOUSE. 
As Secretary McCook announced the pas 
sage of the silver bill with sundry amend­ 
ments. the Democratic side of the bouse broke 
out in a loud applause, which was continued 
lcr a minute.

The Moi mon bill passed. It provides that 
all funds or property lately lieionging to the 
Mormon inarch shah be devoted to the use 
and benefit of common schools in Utah. 


HOUSE. 
The speaker made a statem ent con*‘erning 
bis action in rc'erring the silver bill to the 
committee on coinage, weights arid measures, 
and the sui s-iqiu at proceedings in the house 
in regard to that act iou.

Will Shoot Two Days. 
The tournament of the Brainerd 
Gun Club in this city on Thursday 
and Friday of next week promises to 
be a very interesting event, and quite 
a number of local sportsmen from 
adjacent towns and cities have signi­ 
fied their intention of attending.

There are also alarm bells under 
the puller’s stand which are used by 
the boys who set the traps to indicate 
to the puller when the traps are ready 
to be sprung, thus avoiding delay or 
accidents. 
The Club has made arrangements 
for lunches and refreshments which 
will be served during the tournament 
at reasonable rates so that parties 
who participate rn the shoot will not 
be obliged to leave the grounds dur­ 
ing the day. Busses will run back 
and forth from the fair grounds, 
where the tournament will take place.

knowing and of all truth. Educa­ 
tion, according to the true view of it, 
is like religion, it seeks the individ­ 
ual th a t it may bestow upon him, in 
himself, the fullness of its blessing. 
It strives to perfect the world in its 
own sphere by making perfect the in­ 
dividuals who form the world. It de­ 
sires, and tries, therefore, regarding 
this as its first and foremost work,

approaches.—President 
Dwight in Forum.

Accordingly a syndicate in ­ 
cluding th e stock yards com pany, several 
capitalists, in clu d in g A. B. Stickney, of th e 
Kansas City, and a n u m b e r o f railroads, 
was formed, w hich bought a tract of g ro u n d 
nine m iles square, som e eight or ten miles 
southwest of this city.

Ruth and Orpah, who conclude to go with 
her. 
Naomi tells them they had better not 
leave their native land and undertake the 
hardship of the journey, but they will no t lie 
persuaded. 
They all three s t a r t out on 
their journey. 
Alter awhile, Njiomi, although 
she highly prized the com puny of her two 
dangl.t 
ers-iu-law, 
attem pted 
again 
to 
persuade them to g o back because of the 
hardship and self-denial through which they 
would be obliged to go. 
Ruth responds in 
th# words from which I once discoursed to 
y o u : 
“ E ntreat me n o t to leave thee, nor to 
return from following a rter thee, for where 
thou goest I will go. nnd where thou lodgest 
I will lodge, thy people whail lie my people 
and thy God my God. where thou diest. will I 
die and there will I lie buried, the Lord do 
bo to me and more also if au g h t but death 
p a rt thee and me. ” N ot so with her sister 
Orpah. 
Her determ ination had already been 
shaken. 
The length and peril of the journey 
began to appall t-' her, and ehe had worship­ 
ped the gods of Moab so long t h a t it was 
to give them up. 
From t h a t point Orpah 
turned buck, the purting being described in 
the words of my text: 
And they lifted up 
their voice nnd wept again, and O rpah kiss­ 
ed her m other in-law, but Ruth clave to her. 
I*-arn lrom this story of Orpah th a t some 
of those who do uot leave the Moah o their 
niqnitie* are person* of fine suseeptibiltv. 
ft was compassion for Naomi in her widow­ 
hood and sorrow t h a t led Orpah to s ta r t with 
her towurd Bethlehem, 
it was no t because 
of any lack o r ber affection (or her t h a t she 
turned back. We know this from the grief ex­ 
h ibit'd a t partiug. 
I do not know but th a t

dor of nuture us Ruth, but she la< ked 
the 
courage and persistence of her sister.

1 dou b t not th a t Christ 
could have (ound m any a fisherman natu i- 
ally more nobiehearted th an Simon l’ett-r 
but there wo* no one by who*e conversion 
He c -uld more gloriously have magnified 
H i # grace. 
The conversion of a score of 
Jo h n s would not have illustrated the power 
o f the Holy Ghost as much as the conversion 
of on# Deter. 
It would have been easier to 
drive 20 lam bs like John into the fold th an 
to tam e one lion like Feter.

and cruel Manasseh 
turned unto the laird; b n t many a nature, 
affectionate and gentle, lias (ought (success­ 
fully iig; inst divine influenceo. 
Many a dove 
ha# refused to come to the window of the ark 
although rinding no rest for the sole ot her 
loot. 
Again, th* history of Orpah impresses up­ 
on the tiu th th a t there are m any who make 
u good starting, bu t after awhile chang* their 
minds nnd turn back. 
When these three 
mourner* s ta r t from their home in Moab. 
there i# a* much probability th a t Orpah will 
reach Bethlehem it* th a t her sister Kuth and 
her m other in-law Naomi wil! arrive there. 
But while these continue in the journey they 
commenced. 
Orpah a ter awhile g< t« cU*- 
couraged and turns back. 
Thir rah he history 
o' m any n soul. 
Perhaps it was during a re­ 
vival 01 religion they resolved upon a Chria- 
tnin" life, and 'm ad e preparations to leave 
Moab. 
Before t h a t they were indifferent to 
the sanctury, churches were necessary evils. 
The minister alm ost always preached poor 
sermons, because they had not the heart to 
hear them. 
They th o u g h t the bread was 
not 
good 
because 
their 
appetite 
was 
poor. 
Keligion 
did 
very 
well 
for 
invalids 
nnd 
the 
aged. 
but 
they 
had no desire for it. 
Suddenly a change 
came upon their soul. 
Tiiey found th a t 
som ething m u d lie done 
Every night there 
was a thorn in their piiiow. There was gaif in 
their wine. They found th a t thrir pleasures 
were only false lights of a sw am p th at rise 
o u t of decay and death 
Losing their self- 
control they were startled by their own 
prayer. “ God be meroUul t o m e a sinner.” 
They did not suspect it. but the Holy Ghost 
was in their soul. 
W ithout thinking what 
they were doing, they brushed the dust off 
the arnily biide.

*0 stiffened site cannot proceed, nor can she 
lie down, because of this dreadful wrapping 
around her garm ents and limbs; and long 
after her life has gone she still stands there 
so covered up by the strange storm th a t she 
is called a pillar of salt, as some sailor on 
ship’s deck in the wintry tempest stands cover­ 
ed with a mail of:ce. 
Ten thousand times ten 
thousand men have been destroyed halfw ay 
net ween Sodom and the city of Refuge.

yoke but Christ’s however tight and galling! 
Orpah goes hack to her idolatrfos, but she 
return# we< ping: and all who follow her will 
find the same sorrusrs. 
lu st in proportion 
us gospel advantages have been numerous 
will b“ the disturbance of (heart th a t will not 
come to Christ. 
The Bible savs, in regard to the place where 
< hri*t was buried, “ in the midst, of the g a r­ 
den there was a sepulchre;” nnd in the midst 
of the m ost flowery enjoyments of thennpar- 
doned there is a chill ness of death.

Bellmen were appointed in 
London in 1556 to ring the bells a t 
night and cry, “Take care of your 
fire and candle, be charitable to the 
poor and pray for the dead.”
